Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  iiy  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957» 

In  general  the  health  of  our  district  was  very  satisfactory  but  in 
April  and  May  there  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  almost  completely  confined 
to  Kegivorth  children  in  the  yoxmger  age  groups.  This  epidemic  considerably 
affected  our  infectious  disease  aggregate  v/hich  rose  abmptly  from  sixty- 
seven  in  1956  to  one  hundred  and  forty-nine.  As  you  Imow,  there  is  a 
tendency  for  measles  to  occur  in  epideanic  form  at  a]pproximate  intervals  of 
two  years  and  this  is  well  illustrated  by  the  graph  on  page  eight. 

In  October  and  November  we  v/ere,  of  course,  involved  in  the  widespread 
epidemic  of  influenza.  Most  of  the  patients  were  not  seriously  ill  but, 
nevertheless,  we  had  five  deaths  from  the  disease.  Pour  of  the  deaths,  one 
of  which  was  in  a child  of  six  months  were  from  influenzal  pneumonia 

Only  ninety-six  children  vrere  immunised  against  diphtheria  c'md  only 
eighty-eight  received  reinforcing  doses.  Uni'ortunately  many  parents 
complacently  believe  diphtheria  to  be  a disease  of  the  past.  It  must  be 
realised  that  as  the  immunisation  rate  falls  the  danger  of  children  being 
infected  v/ith  this  terrible  disease  needlessly  increases.  Provisional 
figures  for  the  country  for  i 99^  showed  that  for  the  fifty-one  cases 
notified  there  v/ere  eight  deaths. 

You  v/ill  observe  from  our  Vital  Statistics  that  our  corrected  death 
rate  was  9.91  pei^  thousand  of  the  population.  This  was  a fall  from  9, $6 

and  was,  as  usual,  about  two  per  thousand  better  than  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  The  birth  rate  fell  from  i5.95  in  1996  to  i4*08. 

This,  however,  compared  unfavourably  v/ith  the  rate  for  the  whole  cotmtry 
which  rose  from  19.6  to  i6,-i  . 

Yfe  had  no  maternal  deaths  and  also  none  from  tuberculosis. 

An  extract  from  the  Housing  Return  for  England  and  V/ales  is  included 
in  this  report.  It  indicates  that  we  have  easily  the  best  record  of  house 
building  since  the  war  among  the  Leicestersliire  Rural  Districts. 

Tlie  report  adheres  to  the  general  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Plealth 
and  includes  recorded  chend.cal  and  bacteriological  details  of  our  excellent 
water  supplies. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Officer  for  hj.s  reports  on 
inspections  of  food  premises  and  on  carcases.  I wish  to  thank  him  and 
all  members  of  my  Public  Health  staff  for  their  loyal  and  helpful  cooperation,

It  shows  only  a trace  of  colour, 
is  of  satisfactory  organic  quality  and  of  a high  standard  of  bacterial  purity.
